CLOSING THE SESSION. 

The way in which the House passed the 
new tariff and internal revenne bill was 
not very dignified, their conduct rather re- 
sembling that of a pack of school-boys taking 
advantage of the last day to defy their teach- 
er than of responsible legislators who have 
charge of the destinies of a nation. 

Nevertheless it is not worth while to criti- 
| cise the manner in which such a thingis 
done. It was an agreeable surprise to a 
country which expected nothing, and though 
some of the protected interests which have 
been fighting for further protection will 
make a vigorous complaint, the measure 
will win more friends than enemies, and 
meet with silent support stronger and wider 
than the very vehement opposition which 
will inevitably arise. 

The internal revenue reductions, to begin 
with, are very great helps to the best 
business interests of the country. Let us 
hope that those taxes which have been abol- 
ished have gone never to reappear. We do 
not need them nor want them. 

The tariff reductions ought to satisfy both 
the protectionists and the revenue tariff men. 
The most ardent defenders of protection 
must admit that they are unable to maintain 
the present schedule of duties, and in the in- 
evitable process of reduction they could not 
expect any lighter demand than is made now. 
The extremists on the other side, who ex- 
pected more sweeping reductions from the 
Forty-eighth Congress, were misled by their 
political preferences. 

As a political measure it is a Republican tri- 
umph. The Republicans retire from the fort, 
but they retire in good order, leaving the guns 
spiked, the ammunition destroyed and the 
walls leveled. After dallying and pottering, 
between dread of the lobby and dread of the 
people, they have, ina last wild grasp, ‘‘out 
of the nettle danger plucked the flower 
safety,” andin one day’s work have gone 
far to make amends for the two years of fail- 
ure and mistake. The last day of the session 
will make it much easier for them to get 
control of the Forty-ninth Congress, and 
will put the Democracy on its metal to hold 
its own in the responsibility which it accepts 
with this day. 


TOO MUCH WHISKY. 

Although a very persistent lobby has 
been at work at Washington inculcating 
the belief that the country would go to ruin 
if a bill was not passed extending the period 
for® the whisky now in bond, there is reason 
to hope that the Republie will live even 
though a hundred millions of gallons of 
whisky should be placed on the market in 
the next two years. The truth of the situa- 


tion is that the distillers have been pro- 
ducing more whisky than can be 
taken in consumption, and the inevitable 


result must be an overstocked market and a 
decline in price. The only remedy is to di- 
minish production, and that is all there is 
to it. The startling stories that the banks 
had loaned $50,000,000 on bonded whisky. 
and that this would be a total loss, are ridic- 
ulous exaggerations, The Government tax 
is a first lien, and no bank would makea 
second loan to the full value of the collateral. 
Even if it did the bank would lose only 


the margin between the amount. of 
its advance and the value of its 
security. Of course some of the banks 
will lose money and some of the dis- 


tillers will be forced to suspend, but that is 
the inevitable result of overtrading or of 
overproduction in any department of busi- 
ness. Banks, however, are generally very 
prudent corporations, and those banks which 
hold bonded whisky as collateral are not go- 
ing to incur additional loss by making fur- 
ther advances to distillers or by recklessly 
throwing large stocks of whisky on the 
market. 
TH DEAD GEORGIAN, 

Tue death of Goy, SrrepueEns, of Georgia, 
removes a public man who was remarkable 
in many ways.

Ir would be well for the Legislature to 
give more than a cursory glance at the Dill 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. McGraTH 
to regulate the Metropolitan Police force of 
this city, and define the duties and powers of 
Police Commissioners. It is in effect an en- 
actinent of the rules necessary to render the 
system consistent and conform it to the new 
city eharter which has gone into effect since 
the passage of the original. law. A _ police 
force is a standing army in effect, and both 
power and responsibility must be accurately 
fixed. Itis necessarily an arbitrary institu- 
tion. The message of Gov. CRITTENDEN to the 
Legislature on Saturday calls attention to 
the necessity for such legislation as will 
place the police force of St. Louis beyond 
the reach of officials who may reduce the ap- 
propriations at will and destroy the efficiency 
and strength of our public guardians as is 
now being done. In thisconnection it may 
be said that the patrol wagon system, which 
has entailed a largeexpense upon our police 
department, is not the creation of the pres- 
ent Board. The bill before the Legislature 
may need some trimming and it may contain 
some clauses which should be wiped out en- 
tirely, but itis certainly expected that it will 
receive respectful attention and study at Jef- 
ferson City,

THE riot among the handlers of iron ore at 
Sulphur Springs was happily a harmless ebul- 
lition, but it would have taken little to make 
it serious, As it was, it was quite serious 
enough to remind us of the urgent necessity 
of some State militia system, even of the 
most fragmentary. Fortunately Missouri, 
in spite of the undeserved censure heaped on 
her reputation, is a peaceful, orderly, law- 
abiding State. There has not been in five 
years’ time a single incident which has 
called for the intervention of an armed 
force to enforce the supremacy of the law; 
but it would be bad policy for a man to wait 
until his house burned down before insuring 
it, and it would be illogical to argue that, be- 
cause we had not recently had any need ofa

STEP BY STEP. 


The Lon al Fight by Which Kring 
<< Saved his Neck. 


The case of Charles F. Kring, who has 
been confined in the St. Louis Jail for the 
last eight years, is docketed for a hearing in 
the United States Supreme Court. at Wash- 
ington, D. C., to-day. During the present 
week the constitutional law points, on which 
this case has been taken to the highest court 
in the land, will probably be decided. On 
January 4, 1875, Kring shot and fatally in- 


jured Mrs. Dora Broemser, in the rear 
of her home, on Fourteenth and 
Mullanphy _ streets. He was. arrested 


and on Friday, March 19, 1875, was indicted 
for murder in the first degree. His first trial 
began Monday, December 20, 1875, and last- 
ed five days. On Christmas morning @ ver- 
dict of guilty was returned. and on the 5th 
of the following February he was sentenced 
to be hanged Friday, March 24. A new trial 
was granted and begun May 21, 1878. The 


argument for the defense was in progress, 
when on May 27 A. W. Evans, one of the 
jurors, was taken sick and the case was ad- 
journed. On Monday, January 20, 1879, the 
third trial began, and on January 29, 
the jurv being unable to agree, 
was discharged. On the 23d of the following 
April the defendant’s failing health secured 
for him the freedom of the Jail floor. Previ- 
ous to this he had been locked up in his cell. 
On an agreement with Mr. Ladue, who was 
then acting Circuit Attorney, the plea of not 
guilty was withdrawn anda plea of guilty 
entered. A sentence of twenty-five years in 
the Penitentiary was imposed. and from this 
the fight between the State and defense dates. 
Kring’s attorneys claim that the plea 
of guilty wasentered on an understanding 
that he was to receive a sentence of ten years 
in the Penitentiary. An appiication fora 
supersedeas was made to the Court of Ap- 
peals and then to the State Supreme Court, 
by which tribunal it was granted, and on 
June 25th, 1880, the mandate of that court 
remanding the case was filed. On July 12th, 
1880, the defendant was again arraigned and 
refused to enter a plea of murder in 
the first degree, as he had _ once 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second de- 
gree. A plea of not guilty to a charge of mur- 
der in the first degree was entered by the 
eourt. On November 26, 1880, a motion for a 
change of venue was made and overruled. 
On November 30, a motion for a jury from 
the country was asked for and overruled,and 
the case went down on the law docket. On 
December 11, a motion for a special jury to 
try the case was made by the 
Cireuit Attorney, anda motion for a jury 
from the county was made by the defendant. 
‘The latter was granted, but the array was 
afterwards challenged by the defendant. 
April 27, 1881, Judge Burkhardt was appoint- 
ed Special Judge to try the case. Several 


motions, among others one to trans- 
fer the case to the Circuit 
Court, and also one to quash, were 


argued and overruled by Judge Burkhard, 
On May 21a verdict of guilty was returned 
against the defendant, and the penalty fixed 
at death by hanging. 

On Wednesday, May 25, a motion for anew 
trial was overruled and the prisoner sen- 
tenced to be hanged on Friday, July 15, 1881. 
A motionin arrest of judgment, containing 
all the legal oints involved in the case, was 
then filed and overruled,iand an appeal taken 


to the Court of Appeals, which, 
however, refused to grant a_ super- 
sedeaz, so that Kring was exposed to 
the danger of being hanged _ while 


the legal aspects of his trial were being dis- 
cussed. In this dilemma his attorneys, with 
the same legai cunning that they had exhib- 
ited from the first, availed themselves of the 
presence in the city of T.A.Sherwood, Judge 
of the Supreme Court, and on application to 
him secured a stay of proceedings until! the 
merits of his appeal had been passed upon. 
On October 18, the judgment of the Criminal 
Court was affirmed by the Court of Appeals, 
and on the day following an appeal was al- 
lowed to the Supreme Court. The case was 
advanced on_ the docket, and on 
January. 30, 1882, the judgment of the lower 
courts was affirmed and Kring resentenced 
to be hanged on Friday, February 24. 
It was thought that the end had been 
reached at last, but his attorneys had a re- 
serve fund of law that had not been yet in- 
voked, and when Justice Sam F, Miller, of 
the United States Supreme Court, visited St. 
Louis for the purpose of holding a session of 
the U. S. Circuit Court, application was 
made to him fora writ of error, on the ground 
that Kring had been convicted and sentenced 
under an unconstitutional State law, which 
deprived him of the rights secured to him by 
the *‘Magna Charta” of America, the Consti- 
tution of the United States. The 
legal points raised by counsel in the 
progress of the case had all been passed upon 
by the court of last resort, and unless 
some question of constitutional legislation 
on the part of the State would be presented 
to the Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, Kring must have been 
hanged. ‘To meet this emergency his attor- 
neys raised two questions. First, the con- 
stitutionality, from a Federal standpoint, of 
the States constitutional amendment, passed 
in 1875, whereby acriminal convicted of a 
lower grade of an offense or sentenced upon 
a plea oi guiltv- of acrimeina lower decree 
could be again placed upon trial. and con- 
victed of the same offense in a higher degree, 


after withdrawing his plea or after 
the judgment had been vacated. Second, 
The constitutionality of the law 


depriving acriminal of the privilege of a 
change of venue from a court and jury situ- 
ted in a neighborhood, the residents of which 
have been proved by sufficient affidavits to 
have been so prejudiced against the accused 
that he could not receive fair and impartial 
trial, either at the hands of the court or jury 
selected from such neighborhood. These 
two points, the right of a prisoner to be tried 
under the law existing at the time when his 
effense was committed and not by a law pass- 
ed to meet the emergency of his case, and 
his right to secure an unprejudiced jury by a 
change of venue, are the principal questions 
involved in the writ of error which is to be 
argued to-day in the Supreme Court of the 
United States.
